Pets to Prevent Wartime Deficiencies 



Dr. William H. Ivens, Ardmore 
veterinarian, warned against die 
tary deficiencies for dogs in war 
time at a meeting of officers and 
directors of the Philadelphia 
Great Dane Club in Germantown 
last Monday night. George H. 
Idell. president of the club, was 
the host. 

Introducing his address with a 
tribute to dogs as morale boosters 
and considering it fortunate that 
this country did not repeat the 
mistake of England and France 
in disposing of pets early in the 
war. he stated that dogs actually 
have increased manpower hours 
by providing contentment at home 
and enabling a man to do the 
work when at his job. 

Only six-seventh enough food 
for its livestock exists in the Unit- 
ed States at present, according to 
several noted authorities quoted 
by Dr. Ivens.
